Democracy urged in Market 
McGovern 
Actor to appear for Demos 


PARIS (U P Ij—Barend Biesheuvel is a huge man, six feet 
six inches tall, and. like most Dutchmen, a little stubborn. 
His mind he said, is made up now Unless the other eight 
nations in the huropean Common Market start injecting 
some democracy into Market matters, the Netherlands will 
stand in the way of economic unity 
Biesheuvel is the prime minister of the Netherlands. With 
the premiers of the other nations of the enlarged Common 
Market, he is attending the European summit meeting 
which went into its second and last day today. 
The Netherlands is one of the smaller Common Market 
nations. But under market practice, all nations, no matter 
how small, 
have a 
veto on 
important matters and 
Biesheuvel startled the summit by threatening to use it 
The Netherlands, like several other market nations, 
wants to see the market become a true democratic 
government, with powers for the executive commissioTTtrr 
Brussels and for the European parliament in Strasbourg 
Particularly, he would like the parliament, now appointed, 
directly elected 
He told the summit Thursday that the Netherlands had to 
be satisfied that all this was in the works. Otherwise, he 
said, his country would block the Common Market’s move 
to the ‘second stage of its economic and monetary union 
This monetary union is a pet project of French President 
Georges Pompidou who, not so coincidentally, is the 
leading opponent of speedy moves toward the kind of 
political unity that Biesheuvel wants 


Because of its size, the Netherlands by itself might not be 
able to keep up its veto against French pressure. But West 
German sources said Chancellor Willy Brandt felt just as 
strongly as Biesheuvel about it 
So far. the Common Market is only a trading and customs 
union, with a good start toward an economic union Almost 
no 
progress 
toward 
a 
political 
union—with 
a 
true 
parliament and a strong government —has been made in its 
15 years. 
The Netherlands and the other eight countries already 
have agreed on two key economic steps—a common fight 
against inflation and a European Monetary Fund 
The monetary fund is to support European currencies as 
their exchange rates are brought slowly together Even­ 
tually. 
the idea 
is for a single European currency 
Originally, the leaders decided, the fund will have no 
money of its own when it is formed next April 1 But by the 
end of 1973. the central banks are to draw up ideas for 
expanding it with resources pooled from national reserves.

and Hannah meet in a run­ 
down coastal Mexican hotel

Maxine 
is 
its 
proprietress. 
She is a brash and lustful 
woman, one week widowed, 
who

pursues 
Shannon, an old friend of 
her 
dead 
h u s b a n d . 
Throughout 
the 
play 
he 
expresses disinterest; 
he 
goes for underaged girls, 16 
and 17. 
Shannon, 
a 
defrocked 
minister (for statutory rape 
and heresy !, shows up at the 
hotel with a busload of 
school 
girls 
and 
their 
teacher. 
The 
“ butch“ 
teacher has accused him of

The total is a decrease of 
616 students, or 4 8 percent,

fall. 
Undergraduate enrollment 
dropped 680 and graduate 
registration increased by 64 
students. 
The largest factor in the 
enrollment 
shortfall,

Chancellor said, was that 
far fewer applications than 
originally expected were re­ 
directed to Santa Barbara 
from other tJC campuses 
after they received enough 
for their budgeted levels

Reports that two staid 
women’s organizations had 
joined a movement to elect 
women to the California 
Senate have been strongly 
protested 
The original report linked 
the American Association of 
University Women and the 
Business and Professional 
Women 
with 
an 
upstart 
organization known as the 
National Women’s Political 
Caucus. 
The 
latter 
formation, 
avowedly a political activist 
group, has not denied its 
involvement with an all out 
campaign 
to 
seat 
two 
women in the California 
Senate. This, it has been 
declared, is to further the 
cause 
of 
wom en's 
liberation 
It 
is regretted that a 
misunderstanding 
resulted 
in identifying the University 
and Professional women’s 
clubs as parties to so mane 
an approach to politics. 
Both 
organizations 
are 
long established and have 
fine 
reputations 
for 
constructive work Both are 
dedicated to the cultural 
advancement of women and 
the improvement of life for 
all 
Being 
organizations 
of 
women, 
in 
addition 
to 
striving for the elevation of 


women through education, 
they 
naturally 
concern 
themselves with issues in 
the political arena at times. 
They are to be counted upon 
to be 
involved 
in those 
issues which strike at equal 
employment 
opportunities 
for women 


But their position in such 
matters is bast'd upon merit 
of 
the

Their

/ / No'' on Prop. 20 


One of the most controversial measures 
on the November 7 ballot is F^roposition 20, 
the Coastal Zone initiative. 
Basically, the initiative would create 
one state and six regional commissions to 
(1) 
study the coastal 
zone and 
its 
resources, (2) prepare a state plan for its 
orderly, 
long-range 
conservation 
and 
management, 
and 
(3) 
regulate 
development by a permit system while the 
plan is being prepared. 
Five years ago, the California State 
Legislature 
ordered 
a 
comprehensive 
study of land use and ownership of the 
coastal area. Recently completed, the in- 
depth study included a detailed inventory 
of existing land uses of the entire 
California coastal area lying one-half mile 
inland from the mean high tide line. 
Based on the study, measures were 
introduced in the State Legislature which 
provided for State control over the coastal 
area land use. The measures provided for 
compensation for lands withdrawn from 
private ownership and for the diminished 
value of lands restricted by zoning from 
various uses and for reimbursements to 
local taxing agencies for revenues losi 
because of lowered assessments. 
This, however, was not enough for the 
adamant 
“ conservationists” 
who 
are 
vigorously dedicated 
to a 
policy of 
establishing a moratorium on the use of all 
public and private land in the coastal area 
without 
regard 
for compensation 
to 
private 
property 
owners 
for 
their 
diminished values or to our counties, cities 
and local districts for the loss of tax 
revenues. 


In order to effect their objective, they 
have devised this initiative which, in 
simple terms boils down to the formation 
of another layer of government upon 
government. 
If for no other reason, we would oppose 
Proposition 20. We believe that at this 
point in our history, we have too much 
government. We believe that sadly over 
the years, government at the local level is 
being taken away and the implementation 
of the Coastline initiative is a perfect 
example of such action. 


The initiative would create a California 
Coastal Zone Conservation Commission 
and six regional commissions in the 15 
coastal counties only, including Santa 
Barbara. 
Four 
of 
the 
regional 
commissions contain 12 members, one 
contains 14 members and one contains 16 
members. The State Commission contains 
12 members. All commission members 
would be appointed, not elected. In the 
case of the regional commission, which 
would affect Santa Barbara County, half of 
the memberships would be drawn from 
local officials and the other half would be 
appointed by the Governor, the Senate 
Rules Committee and the Speaker of the 
Assembly. The only qualifications for the 
public members would be “ expertise in 
conservation, recreation, ecological and 
physical 
sciences, 
planning 
and 


education.” They would need no expertise 
in economics, taxation or employment 
problems. There is no provision for 
representation 
of 
labor, 
business, 
agriculture or home owners. 
If this commission set up is not pure 
bureaucracy, 
we 
do 
not 
know 
the 
definition. 
While the commissions are studying the 
coastal zone, which already has been 
studied 
over 
and 
over, 
a 
five-year 
moratorium on any development will be in 
effect in the zone and a permit from the 
commission would be required for any 
exceptions. 
Is this all really necessary? Certainly, 
over the years our State coastline has been 
desecrated in part by the greedy developer 
in concert wdth unthinking public officials. 
However, 
there 
is 
now 
a 
great 
consciousness over these past mistakes. 
Paying heed to this consciousness, Santa 
Barbara County officials have passed a 
strict zoning ordinance for the protection 
of our remaining coastline. Other counties 
could be forced to do the same through a 
mandated order from the Legislature as a 
part of their mandated (General Plans. 
This, in our opinion, would be far simpler 
and certainly more effective than the new’ 
layer of bureaucracy proposed. 
Perhaps one of the greatest arguments 
in favor of the Proposition directs itself to 
public access to the beach. More than 41 
per cent of the beach lands are publicly 
owned in the State of California and 
public access easements across private 
lands can 
easily 
be gained 
through 
eminent domain. Further, Santa Barbara 
County and other coastal counties do 
require public access roads to the beach in 
the consideration of any development 
permit. 
Proposition 20 would be appropriated to 
the tune of $5,(K)0.(KH) plus undeterminable 
local government administrative costs. If 
this 
money 
destined 
to 
finance 
a 
cumbersome new layer ot bureaucracy 
were used instead to provide access to 
beaches and for the development of an 
additional 60,332 acres of non-developed 
public land for the use of the general 
public, public recreational opportunities 
would be greatly increased. 
We oppose I^roposition 20 because it 
creates another layer of bureaucracy. 
We oppose Proposition 20 because it does 
not provide for compensation to private 
property owners for their diminished 
values. 
We oppose Proposition 20 because it does 
not 
provide 
for 
tax 
revenue 
reimbursement 
to 
local 
governments 
because of diminished values. 
We oppose Proposition 20 because there 
is a simpler way to achieve the objective. 
We oppose Proposition 20 because it is 
misdirected use of funds. 
And, finally, we oppose Proposition 20 
because it is another move to take loc*aI 
governnient away from the people. 
We strongly urge a “ no” vote on 
Proposition 20.

operations, particularly at overseas 
posts 
But the mild managerial 
shakeup 
which 
followed 
the 
disclosures is not in itself likely to 
lead to the establishment of a 
competent testing facility 
Such a facility would pay for itself 
many 
times 
over 
Products 
considered for purchase by the post 
exchanges and commissaries would 
be routinely tested in much the way 
Consumers Union does its tests 
There would bc' a food laboratory, a 
vehicle and tire testing facility and 
other establishments suitable for 
evaluating 
different 
kinds 
of 
products The results would guide 
supply officials toward the best 
product for the taxpayers’ dollar 
The companies who lost orders 
would make added efforts to bring 
their products up to muster In some 
cases, entire product lines would be 
exposed, 
such 
as 
light 
bulbs 
designed to burn out too quickly, 
pharmaceuticals which are either 
ineffective or harmful, detergents 
that don’t fulfill their boasts, and 
packaged 
foods that cheat 
the 
customer in nutrition and quantity. 
Oviously, such information at)out 
brand name products would be of 
use to consumers, Prepared in an 


easy-to-read 
format 
and widely 
distributed, 
such 
facts 
would 
increase consumer awareness and 
lead to more intelligent choices 
Companies would be pressed to 
perform better 


There is some experience on 
which to build. The government’s 
civilian 
purchasing 
arm, 
the 
General Services Administration, 
has conducted tests once in a while 
for some brand name products it has 
purchased, such as batteries or air 
conditioners. 
In 
1964, 
Congress 
spec*ifically authorized the (iSA to 
set 
safety 
specifications 
for 
automobiles 
that 
it 
purchases 
Infrequently, even the military will 
use one of its research facilities or 
civilian 
agencies 
such 
as 
the 
National Bureau of Standards or the 
F'o(xl and Drug .Administration to 
conduct tests 


All these efforts have been mostly 
unorganized, hidden from public 
view 
but 
watched 
closely 
by 
industry lobbyists to see that no 
c o m p a r a tiv e 
brand 
name 
information is released There was 
a brief period, in late 1968, when the 


Johnson Administration had decided 
to 
develop 
such 
government 
consumer information for use by 
millions 
of 
Americans. 
This 
newborn 
policy 
decision 
was 
squelched by the businessmen who 
took over the White House as aides 
to President Nixon Instead, three 
years 
later, 
a 
tepid 
brochure 
entitled 
“ Consumer 
Product 
Information ” was printed telling 
consumers how they could buy 
government pamphlets that advise 
them generally how to buy canned 
goods, a suit of clothes and the like 
No brand name information and no 
specifics. 
Perhaps, 
Congress 
can 
open 
hearings next year on how much a 
consumer 
information 
system 
should be established. Reducing 
government 
spending, 
obtaining 
better 
products, 
advancing 
consumer justice and enhancing 
superior competition add up to a 
package of considerable appeal 
to 
everyone, 
that 
is. 
except 
the 
)roducers and sellers who profit 
rom uninformed buyers, be they 
government or the public.
